Response to Remarks 

1. Applicants 1 arguments and amendments, filed on 2/25/03, have been approved 
and entered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions 
are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly 
applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 141, 144-149, 173-177, 180, and 185 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Imanishi et al. (The sixteenth International 
Congress of Heterocyclic Chemistry, August 10-15, 1997). 

Imashi et al discloses an oligomer comprising at least one LNA which is identical 
to the instant invention where X is O, B is a nucleobase, one pair of non-geminal 
substituents R4* and R2* designates -(R*R*)r+s-Y-, where Y is O and r+s is 1. And 
R1*, R3*, R5, R5* are H, R3 is internucleoside linkage viewed to be inclusive of 
phosphorus type linkages. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 141, 144-149, 154, 156, 159-160, 173-186, 195-202 are rejected under 

35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 

and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 141, 176, 177 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear where in the 
formula R6* and R7* are located. 

Claims 154, and 201 depend from canceled claims 151 and 157 respectively, 
which is confusing.

1 .97(c) with the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(p) on 1 /6/03 prompted the new ground(s) 
of rejection presented in this Office action.
